On bright sunny days now the old- 
fashioned Window! of a long-deserted 
rare old brick house in Williams- 
bridge swing back on their hinges. 
No one in the village passes these 
open windows without glancing in. 
There is a girl's head bent over a 
great loom. While her hands thrust 
bobbins in and out the web and make 
Woof of many colors. 

This girl enjoys the privilege of 
being the first of her sex to work on 
the first pieces of tapestry ever made 
by hand in America in the same way 
that it is made in the famous Gobelin 
works. 

Perhaps stated that way the great 
distinction of this privilege doesn't 

appear at once. There has been cloth 
called "tapestry" woven in this 
country by machinery, but it has 
never been believed possible to intro- 
duce the tapestry- industry yvith hand- 
work into the United States. 

Hut here it is. Williamsbridgc is 
about ten miles out of New Fork on 

the picturesque Broni River, Never 

before was an artistic industry 
launched among such romantic sur- 
roundings. The old brick bouse 
where Mr. William Haumgartcn of 
New York has located Jean Foussa- 
dier of AubuaOOn, France, yvith his 
wife and daughter and sons, had been 

untenanted tor years. It is very old, 
with porches lighted by broad win- 
dows full of many small pan. 

From the house grape arbors 
reach to the bank of the Bronx that 
brawls along by the famous llcrmit- 
Oge where New York's artists, bolle- 
mians ami true Frenchmen have de- 
lighted to enjoy Sfl jxtitt .«>',/ 
the garden hanging over the water. 
At the tapestry house long flights of 
stones steps, hewn out of the rocks 
almost a century ago. lead down into 
the very Hron.x itself. (Heat willows 
overshadow river and house. All has 
an old-world flavor, and these French 
tapestry Weavers almost imagine 
themselves at home.

Mdlle, Adricnne Foussadier and 
Mine. Jean, her mother, had sewn the 
tapestries in France. That is, in 
hand-woven tapestry- where colors are 
ohonged. The little different colored 

bitt] of work have to be sewed to- 
gether very carefully. Mine. Jean 
not only did this back in Aubusson. 
but was also an expert in mending old 
tapestries. The father was one of tn"c 
famous workmen at the Gobelin 
yyorks. He commenced when only a 
young boy, and before him for 
generations the Foussudiers had been 
skillful workers of tapestry. So 
closely he followed their reputation 
that when the Royal Windsor tapestry 
works were established it was M. 
Foussadier who yvas called to England 
to start the work. Mdlle. Adrienne 
did not go with her people because 
she had to stay in Paris at school. 
Not at an ordinary- School, for she 
was both deaf and dumb. She has 
been so thoroughly taught that now 
she speaks very well, and in spile of 
her misfortune is one of the sunniest- 
faced girls to be seen in many a mile. 

After M. Foussadier bad got the 
American looms built and things 
started. Mine. Jean and her daughter 
1 the ocean. 

Mdlle. Adrienne helped her mother 
al first with the needle, and the two 
women stitched the very first pieces 
Of American tapestry. Hut somehow 
one day found the girl upstairs at a 
loom. 

She braces against a high, sloping 
sent that is as uncomfortable as the 
sloping roofs o{ a house would be. I 
tried it. There are two wooden 
(readies that have to be worked 
nately yvith the feet, ami the whole 
weight of the body thrown against 
the front, cylindrical bar of the 
loom. A heavy pillow between the 
body ami the round bars forms a 
slight relief.

hire " portiere yvas in the 
loom. All around the walls 
many : silks 

and wools to be woven up. There 
more colors than most people 
dream exist and such delicate dif 
fcrences of shades that only an eye 
trained to it could distinguish. Hut 
that's where part of the skill consists. 



Mademoiselle's father and brother 
make the harnesses and put in the 
web. Mr. Haumgartcn selects the 
pattern and that is laid under the 
web. To an ignorant eye it seems 
impossible to follow a colored pattern 
that is covered by a web, hut the 
French girl just laughed at the idea. 

She has been weaving only about 
eight months. Every day the father 
teaches her something new. She 
Would be sly-led an apprentice, and 
that name applies a long time after 
one is very well trained. 

At present she does the verdure 
WOrk. That is, she weaves the big 
trees and the grass and the meadows 
yvith bobbins of the many-colored 
silks called for by the colored design 
that lies under the web. There 
a large heap of bobbins beside her to 
choose from, and she was then using a 

dozen others. 

Only the wrone; side shows, which 
is one reason why such skill is re- 
quired in making tine pieces. When 
mademoiselle wants to know if her 

work is all right she showed, me how 
she found out. She just toki 
ordinary hand glass, thrusts it f| 
between the pattern and work and 
studies the reflection in the mirror. 

Then she works steadily, and if she 
doesn't have to change colors too 
often she can make as much tapestry- 
in a day as her two small hands could 
cover. 

\s nir vv oitk ,,, 

Of course, yvith such a teac) 
her father, she will make rapid pro- 
Next she is to learn to weave 

the draperies about figures. Perhaps 

by and by she will go still further. 

Hut there haye to be several grades 
of workers to moke the price of the 

labor reasonable. If all the people 
who worked on the tapestries were 
like the master of the house, tapestry 
Would come very high. 

It is intended that in time this 
become a great American industry, 
and it may offer another chat 
women. M. Foussadier, when asked 
about this phase of the tapestry-mak- 
id he -aw no reason why women 
couldn't ester the work except that it 
takes so much patience. '1 here are 
already a number of American-boy- 
apprentices from a large catholic 
orphan asylum. Mr. Haumgartcn said 
he himself believed it might be a tail- 
field for capable girls with the neces- 
sary qualifications, but he, too. dwelt 
on pal ienee. 

Tapestry workers inherit the in- 
stinct from generations of weavers, and 
the quickness of Mdlle. Foussadier is 
partly due to that, probably. 

As for wages, they said it is possi- 
ble to earn v cry good mon 

igether, any girl who has 
patience like that of Job's w i 

Knowledge of drawing and an i 

color couldn't do better than devote 
herself to becoming a proficient in 

hand-loom tapestry we.. ihe can 

get an opportunity to undertake it.

Mdlle. Foussadier is very proud of 

the work in this country. In a round 
of the house she thought of many 
things to show me that her father 
would smile at as she explained them. 
There were the paintings used for 
patterns of tin- very first pie. 
American hand-woven tapestry. 

It may not seem like Am. 
tapestry, but everything in the work 
is made here. The seven looms 
made in New York. The men make 
the harnesses themselves yvith Ameri- 
can twine. The web is Vmeri 
can twine. The yvoolc.n varus and the 
silks arc native also, while the 
bobbin! and combs are home manu- 
facture. M. Foussadier and hit 
dye. all ihe woolen and silk themselves 
yvith the most primitive ment. 

Just what the outcome of tl 

tempt is to be to establish Gobelin 

looms in this country is uncertain. It 
has been kept very <iui«t so far 
nearly a year outside o{ those direct- 
ly concerned nothing was known of it
